Coming off the

The word out of the Village however, 
was that there was adequate cover for the departures. 

‘Those concerns tumed into problems when 
Heidelberg hosted fierce rivals South Melbourne on 
the opening day of the league, when a poor crowd 
turned out to witness South come away 2 nil victors. 
Although both goals came at the death, Heidelberg, 
looked flat, unconvincing and lacked any real spark in 
the final third. 

‘Their interrupted pre-season wasn't about 
to produce miracles with new signing Sarantis Parissos 
struggling to settle in his new surroundings but perhaps, 
the biggest worry for Alexander was their genuine lack 
of any real substance in the middle of the park, What 
was to follow was a string of poor results, winning only 
one of their next five and the threat of relegation rang, 
loudly around The Village. 

‘The Bergers needed a spark and when the 
chips are down, it’s a proven leader that comes up 
trumps. So it was no surprise when club captain Eric 
Vassiliadis stepped up late on against Fawkner/ Whit- 
tlesea to kick-start Heidelberg’s season.

Marinos netting ten minutes from time to send the 
faithful into raptures. 

‘The more promising news however gpr 
Alexander was the form of Sebastian Petrovich since 
crossing from South Melbourne pre-season and the 
permanent left sided role for Jim Drossos since arriving. 
from the Cannons after his position at Oakleigh was 
made expendable due to their signing of Cameron Pino 
from Altona, Petrovich has impressed so far this season 
with his ball winning in the midfield and has great abil- 
ity to run at defenders with his zipping speed, where as 


Drossos is a breath of fresh air for the Bergers, finally 
being able to provide some delivery to the marksmen, 

Just when you thought the season was 
cruising along for Alexander, a winless patch from 
four games, including-a 4-1 home humiliation to the 
Sunshine Georgies, resulted in the club parting ways 
with head coach Phil Stubbins. His replacement would 
be assistant Con Pappas on a permanent basis. Pappas’ 
coaching career didn’t get off'to the best of starts when 
once again The Bergers were humbled by South, this 
time by the tune of 3 goals to 1. 

‘With the Melbourne Victory releasing Andy 
Vlahos out of his contract with the A League club, the 
board wasted no time in signing Vlahos as they were 
confident he could help turn their fortunes around, He 
played an influential role on a waterlogged Olympic 
Villag®“and had ample support from Nick Marinos and 
Petrovich as Alexander stunned ladder leader Oakleigh 
on a night where only strokes of genius would get you 
the three points, 

Vlahos turned it on again eight days later 
when his man of the match performance inspired Hei- 
delberg to a heart stopping injury time win against the 
Bulleen Zebras at the Veneto Club. A Nick Sabljak free 
kick with virtually the last kick of the game sealed the 
match and sent the Berger contingent wild with exuber- 
ant celebrations. 

Despite an indifferent start to the season, 
The Bergers cannot be disappointed with their cur 
rent ladder position, which sees them sitting fifth, two 
points above the Melbourne Knights who are seventh, 
Not too many clubs can say they've parted company 
with their coach and are still in the top tier of the table. 
Real tests now appear though for Alexander with their 
next two home games being locked out due to earlier 
crowd disturbances, 

I truly believe tho/result against the Zebras 
is the turning point for this soccer club and feel they 
can only improve on their current ladder position and 
once you're there come finals time, anything is pos- 
sible.

Salley to the A-League, Anastasiadis had to revamp 
his defense. 

“ My backline this year hasn't been one of those 
experienced backlines but nevertheless the boys who 
came in did the job and performed well. At times, the 
backline had an average age of about 20 and to see 
these boys prosper is very gratifying. They've played 
@ part too,” 


Anastasiadis admits that, at times, early in the season 
the side wasn’t playing well. “I thought we were lack- 
ing in front of goal, which was our biggest problem.” 
Recent results have seen South turn their biggest 
problem into their biggest asset. 

Aremarkable 2! goals in their last five matches must 
have other sides wondering what's in the water down 
at Bob Jane and opposition coaches thinking of ways 
to counter South’s freescoring. 

In fact, South's 32 goals this season tops the league's 
goal scoring charts and already surpasses the team’s 
30 goal tally for the entire 2005 season. 

Anastasiadis explains a couple of factors that may be 
responsible for the turnaround in goalscoring, “ When 
we were playing at the start of the season, when the 
boys were just getting through 2-1 and 1-0 results, we 
were creating lots of chances which for some reason, 
just weren’t going in. This time it's changed. We're 
creating not as many chances but the chances we're 
creating are all going in. At training, we've worked 
hard at it, with extra sessions put on, concentrating on 
goal scoring, The boys are more composed in front 

of goals. They’ve got to believe in themselves. When 
they’re in front of goals, they've got to believe it’s 
going to go in.” 

Anastasiadis believes that the arrival of the three new 
Perth players in round nine 

has also made a difference in attitude, especially with 
one of them being a striker, 

“That's put a bit of pressure on the forwards too. 


They’ ve obviously said “We've got to start perform- 
ing’ and they truly have. And you see that everyone 
now has a go. People like Kevin 
Nelson who was struggling. He’s 
scored five goals in two - 
games. That for us is 
great to see...To come 
to the break, sitting in 
second position, that’s 
satisfying.” 


Despite the excellent recent 
form, a couple of ques- 
tion marks remain. 
South may need to 
contemplate play- 

ing without the 
services of influ- 

ential playmaker 

and leading goal- 
scorer, Fernando 

De Moraes who 
recently trialled 

with Queensland Roar 
and has also reportedly 
attracted interest from 
a Greek first division 
club. Anastasiadis says, 
“ Fernando’s availabil- 
ity is'an unknown at the 
moment. I think we'll 
find out on Monday.” 
The other question 
mark is South’s 

poor away record 
having just won once, 
in eight away games, 

in season 2006. This 

is in stark contrast to 
their 100 percent home 
record, 

‘Anastasiadis says, “ 
Some of our best games 
have been played away from home, but obviously 
we haven't been good enough in getting 

the score on the board, We'll certainly e: 
change a few things in the system, / é 
away from home and hopefully that 

will work for us for the remainder of 

the season.” q 

If South Melbourne can pick up bid 
two or three wins on the road, and 
maintain their excellent home record, 
they should be able to consolidate their place 
in the top two.

HAMBURG- For the first time ever, Ecuador ad- 
vanced to the knockout rounds of the World Cup 
thanks to their 3-0 victory over Costa Rica in Group 
A.

“But then again a big win early in the knock-out 

states could give us a major confidence booster for the 
remaining matches.”

But two minutes later, Croatia were awarded a penalty 
when Tsuneyasu Miyamoto took down striker Dado Prso 
in the area, and cared a booking that will see him miss 
the match against Brazil. 

Japan, though, had goalkeeper Yoshikatsu Kawaguchi to 
thank for preserving the 0-0 scoreline when he reacted 
well to save Darijo Sma’s effort low and to his left. 

The Blue Samurai then took Kawaguchi’s praise and 
gave them to their crossbar when it kept out a fine shot by 
midfielder Niko Kranjear in the 28th minute. 

In the 32nd minute, Croatia defender Robert Kovac 
picked up a yellow card fora foul on Atsushi Yanagisawa, 
caution that will keep him from facing Australia. 

The Croatians nearly took the lead two minutes later, 
though, by freak luck when a seemingly normal backpass 
to Kawaguchi skipped up over his foot as he went to con- 
trol, but the ball missed the target.

Ahn, meanwhile, has had to fight his way biick into the, 
reckoning, after being dropped due to his poor form over 
the last two years. The Duisburg attacker rediscovered his 
touch in the Bundesliga towards the end of the 2005/06 
season, however, and that trend continued with his match- 
winner in Korea’s opening match against Togo.

Some of the worlds best negotiators can learn a 
thing dr two from players on the art of success- 
ful negotiation, as they will use every trick in the 
book to make sure that they receive the money 
that they believe they deserve. 

“Tye played in high leagues: I was club best 
and fairest 3 years running, I’m fitter than I have 
ever been: You won’t regret signing me: I will 
make a difference to the side” these all roll off 
the player’s tongue at ease. 

“Done deal player A”, sign here, happy end for 
player A, the club administrators only enjoy 
temporary happiness, as they now have to en- 
sure that they can raise enough money to meet 
not only player A’s weekly payments, but also 
player B’s, C’s, D’s and so on. 

‘The end result for some clubs is a sad end —num- 
bers do not add up, revenue forecast does not 
equal revenue received, players remain unpaid, 
no money, no honey — no pay , no play. These 
thoughts enter their minds and the team starts to 
slide down the ladder. 

The above is nothing new to Victorian football 
and sadly continues year in, year out. Clubs 
need to learn to live within their means and only 
promise to pay players what they can afford to 
pay them; otherwise, they will cease to exist. 
Players need to realize that as individuals they do 
not necessarily attract more people to matches, 
that they are not Ronaldo, Beckham or Rooney. 
If they were then they wouldn’t be playing here. 
Speaking of negotiating with players, it reminds 
me of a true story back in my club administra- 
tion days.

Matildas Lose To China 


‘The Qantas Matildas have begun their two match 
tour against China with a narrow 2-1 loss in Shanghai 
(China) tonight. 

‘The match started off very tight with both sides creat- 
ing early chances but unable to find the back of the 
net. Ittook a while for the Qantas Matildas to settle in 
against a similar Chinese team to the one they hosted 
in Australia late last year. 

The deadlock was broken in the 28th minute when 
a defensive error resulted in Australia conceding an 
own goal which gave China a 1-0 lead, The Qantas 
Matildas collected themselves after this lapse in con- 
centration and created a number of opportunities as 
the match headed to half time, although China did 
have the bulk of possession throughout the half and 
defended their lead well. 

‘The second half saw the Qantas Matildas equalise 
three minutes in when Jo Peters piither cross from the 
left in behind the Chinese Defence and Sarah Walsh 
was on hand to neatly finish past an advancing Ghi- 
nese goalkeeper. The remainder of the second half 
Was punctuated by a very high foul rate which did not 
allow the match to flow or reach any great heights. 
China took the lead again with a successful penalty 
in the 75th minute following a controversial foul by 
Australia in the penalty box. ‘The Qantas Matildas 
fought hard for an equaliser but unfortunately was not 
forthcoming, with China holding on to record a nar- 
Tow victory in the first of the two-match series. 

After the match, Qantas Matildas coach Tom Sermani 
was pleased with his teams performance despite the 
loss. 

“In the first 30 minutes we were out played, but ironi- 
cally within that period we had our best chance. 
“Once we settled down we played some good foot- 
ball and then we did create opportunities but couldn’t 
capitalise. 

“In the second half it was quite difficult for the play- 
crs to keep their composure due to the high number of 
fouls that were being called, but that was also a good 
learning exercise for the team. 

“[’m please we were competitive for the full 90 which 
means our physical preparation in on track and con- 


sidering the Chinese national team has been in full 
time camp for the past 3 months there are alot of 
positives that I can take out of this match,” concluded 
Sermani. 

The Qantas Matildas will play one more fixture 
against China in Shanghai on-Monday 19 June before 
returning“home and preparing for the AFC Women's 
Asian Cup which kicks off in Adelaide on 16 July . 
It will be the first time Australia have hosted an Asian 
tournament since joining the AFC on January 1 this 
year, with the toufnament doubling as qualifiers for 
next year’s FIFA Women’s World Cup.

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WHO’S HOT AND WHO’S NOT | 


David Cohen looks at the 32 World Cup teams and their chances, one week after the tournament's opening match. 


It could be extremely dangerous to give a firm view 

on which teams are likely to make it through to the 
next round of this year’s World Cup since one swal- 
low does not make a summer. 
However, having said that there are those teams that 
have certainly enhanced their chances of going even 
beyond the first hurdle of making Round Two, while 
some of the more fancied teams expected to do so have 
had shocking openers. 

— 
Group A: 
The first surprise of the tournament was the defeat of 
Poland by the lesser fancied South Americans, Ecua- 
dor, whé have shown remarkable improvement since 
the last tournament in Asia, Those people who may 
haye put money on Ecuador could be in for a good run 
for their money and a place in the quarter-finals may 
not be that far-fetched. 

Germany, the hosts, could be better than most pundits 

hhad predicted. One has to believe that home ground 

advantage may be significant to earn them a semi-final 
place, It must be added that a victory against Costa 

Rica is hardly worth getting excited about. Captain 

Michael Ballack’s return to duty will bolster them 

considerably, Miroslay Klose has impressed up front 

while Torsten Frings and Bastian Schweinsteiger have 
been solid in the midfield. 

Poland, it must be said, were poor against Ecuador. The 

deciding match to see who will top the table at the end 

of Round One takes place on Tuesday the twentieth 
of June when the two unbeaten teams, Germany and 

Ecuador meet. This could prove to be a lively affair. 

Already Poland and Costa Rica are effectively out of 

the tournament, On the same day both the bottom two 

teams clash for pride and for third and fourth place. 


Group B: 
Anumber of people have been suggesting that England 
have a chance of repeating their 1966 triumph. What 
1 saw of their effort against Paraguay and for most of 
their match against Trinidad and Tobago suggests that 
they have their work cut out to do so. Their only hope 
will be for one of their excellent midfielders or Wayne 
Rooney when he eventually plays, to score the goals 
since Peter Crouch, in my humble opinion is not up to 
that level against the really top teams. 

Sweden were one of the big disappointments of the 
opening round of fixtures, Admittedly Trinidad and 
‘Tobago played out of their skins against them. Unfor- 
tunately for them, against England the Caribbean outfit 
could not repeat their heroics of their match against the 
Swedes and succumbed in the last ten minutes of the 
match against a far superior England, 

England, by virtue of this latest victory are certain of a 
place in Round Two, Sweden left it late against Para~ 
guay to record their first goal and victory of the tour- 
nament, A Freddie Ljungberg strike in injury time has 
almost certainly secured a passage inte the next round 
although their final match against England is crucial 
for the Swedes. Whoever were to win this match will 
top the final log in Group B, 


OVERSEAS 


Mathematically it would still be possible for Sweden 
to miss out on further participation, but then an un- 
likely massive victory by Trinidad and Tobago over 
Paraguay and a heavy defeat by England against Swe- 
den would ensure the West Indian team’s further par- 
ticipation. The England versus Sweden clash could be 
the match of the tournament thus far. 


Group C: , 
Argentina impressed me in their opening match against 
a lively Cate d’Ivoire team. The Worians were they to 
be in another group may have had a better chance of 
qualifying. Any slip-ups in this group will be fatal. The 
South Americans, at this stage, may be a better bet than 
the favourites Brazil to lift the trophy, especially with 
the much-acclaimed teenager, Lionel Messi’s first ap- 
pearance imminent. In the first match Juan Pablo So- 
rin, Juan Roman Riquelme, Herman Crespo and Javier 
Saviola were the stand-out players. 

The Netherlands are one of the best disciplined teams 
of the thirty two. I have always fancied them to reach 
the finals, and I genuinely expect them to get there. 
Their coach Marco Van Basten has the makings of be- 
ing close to the best of all time. Arjen Robben was one 
of the stars of the first round of fixtures and if he can 
maintain that level they could go all the way: 

Cote d’Ivoire’s last chance to qualify for the final six- 
teen will be if they defeat The Netherlands in their next 
match. Didier Drogba holds the key for them here. Ser- 
bia and Montenegro would be surprise qualifiers from 
this group. There is still life left in this, the Group of 
Death! 


Group D: 
This group should see both Mexico and Portugal g0 
through. The Mexicans impressed in their victory over 
Iran while Portugal laboured somewhat against one of 
their former colonial countries, Angola. 

One cannot see the Mexicans losing to Angola and this 
victory would ensure a passage through to Round Two. 
The Portuguese would need to show more than they 
did against a rather physical Angolan team. They do 
have Luiz Filipe Scolari as their coach which should 
be worth a few more victories at the tournament. I do 
not sce them as having the class of a number of the 
other teams. 

Group E: 

The biggest disappointment of this group had to be the 
USA, not because of their loss to the Czech Republic, 
but in the way that they lost, This is also a competitive 
group, but one would have expected far better from the 
fifth ranked side in the world. 

Admittedly the Czech Republic are ranked second. For 
me the two stand-out players in this group are the two 
Czechs, Tomas Rosicky and Jan Koller. What a shrewd 
buy Rosicky could be for Arsene Wenger and Arsenal. 
Despite their domestic problems the Italians are look- 
ing strong and appear set to join the Czech Republic in 
the next round. Francesco Totti and Luca Toni could be 
the players to watch as the tournament proceeds.

The way in which Australia came back to defeat Ja- 
pan was impressive and a victory against the Croatians 
would eam them a ticket into the next round. I was 
not that impressed with the Brazilians. Before we write 
them off, we need to realise that they are the number 
one team in the world. 

Ronaldo looked a pale shadow of his former self. But 
while his performance was well below par, it was worth 
noting that at times it needed three Croatians to mark 
him which opened up the gaps for the other players. 
The deciding game for the Croatians will be their ca- 
gerly-awaited clash against the Australians. One would 
expect the Croatians to beat the Socceroos, but it will 
be tight. Kaka’s strike against Croatia was superb and 
he could be the player to watch. 


Group G: 
It was in the final of the 1998 World Cup in Paris that 
France last scored a goal in the World Cup Tourna- 
Ment. A lack-lustre display against the Swiss in their 
opening match of this year’s World Cup was unaccept- 
able. 

1 felt that Zinedine Zidane’s as well as Patrick Viera’s 
sell-by-dates have passed. Thierry Henry’s perfor- 
mance was well below that of his Arsenal ones. It did 
not look to be a happy team. They should still qualify 
for the next round, but on current performances will 
probably make a quick getaway shortly thereafter. 


TRANSFER news with George Egonidis 


. Spain's 
Fernando torres 


With the World Cup well and truly in full swing, 
transfer rumours are thin on the ground this week, 
but two players who haye already made an impres- 
sion at the tournament are attracting interest from 
big European clubs. 

Fernando Torres, one of the stand-outs in Spain’s 4-0 
demolition of Ukraine, has caught the eye of Alex 
Ferguson, who is willing to meet Atletico Madrid’s 
£25m valuation for the 22-year-old striker. But reports 
out of Italy suggest that United might to battle for his 
signature with AC Milan, which sees the man known 
as “El Nino” as an ideal replacement for Andrei 
Shevchenko. 

German defender Phillip Lahm, whose long-range 
strike against Costa Rica opened the scoring in 
Germany, has become another on Jose Mourinho’s 
long list of possible left-backs next season. With 
interest in Ashley Cole and Roberto Carlos sim- 
mering away on the backburner, Chelsea believes 
that £10m would prise Lahm away from Bayern 
Munich who, for the record, have insisted that the 
diminutive international is not going anywhere. 


Tottenham is looking to replace one Reid with 
another. With Leeds keen to take Republic of Ireland 
midfielder Andy Reid on loan for a year, Spurs 

have this week had an offer of £2m for Blackburn’s 
Steven Reid rejected by Rovers. They're also on the 
trail of Aston Villa’s Gareth Barry, who would cost 

in excess of £3m, and Chelsea striker Carlton Cole, 
‘who will finally leave Stamford Bridge for good after 
being starved of opportunities. West Ham and Celtic, 
however, are looking to hijack the move for Cole — the 
latter seeing him as the man to fill West Brom-bound 
John Hartson’s boots. 

Marseille are reportedly undeterred by the sicken- 
ing break in Djibril Cisse’s leg which will sideline 
the Frenchman for six months, and will press 
ahead with a move for the hapless striker. This 

is music to Rafael Benitez’s ears, as he lines up 
moves for Blackburn’s Craig Bellamy for £6m and 
Seville’s £8m-rated right-back Daniel Alves. 
Transfer-listed Fulham midfielder Steed Malbranque 
has attracted the interest of at least five English clubs, 
with Newcastle thought to be amongst the frontrun- 
ners to secure his signature this summer. West Ham, 
though, is keeping close tabs on the auction in case 
they have to replace Yossi Benayoun, who may return 
home to Israel. Middlesbrough, Manchester City and 
Liverpool are the other clubs reportedly willing to” 
meet the £5m price tag on Malbranque’s head.

Benfica’s £5m-rated Portugal midfielder Armando

winger James Milner, who is also wanted by Aston 
Villa, and are weighing up a move for Dutchman 
Denny Landzaat. 

Shaun Wright-Phillips is another Chelsea player likely 
to secure a loan move over summer, with Portsmouth, 
Manchester City and Charlton amongst the interested 
clubs, 

Nicky Butt could be handed a Premiership lifeline 
by newly promoted Sheffield United. 

Christian Vieri will make the switch from Monaco 
to Sampdoria some time this week. 

Manchester City could hand Helder Postiga a second 
shot at Premiership success as they look to sign the 23- 
year-old Portugal striker for around £3.5m from Porto. 


This group is very much up for grabs, that is should 
anyone really want it, South Korea’s excellent show- 
ing at the 2002 World Cup could have a satisfactory se- 
quel this time around and their victory over Togo sees 
them, at this early stage, drawn in pole position. It is 
left to three of France, Switzerland and South Korea to 
fight it out for the top two positions. I give both France, 
that is if they can find the best combinations, and South 
Korea the edge to do so.
